ANUTHER FILIBUSTERING DAYIN 
THE HOUSE, 


A CODE OF RULES TO BE REPORTED 


But they Will be About as Arbitrary as the 
Will of the Speaker—Taylor Makes His 
Apperance—Georgia Patents Granted. 


WASHINGTON, February 4.—[Special.]— 
Nothing whatever was done in the house to- 
day, the entire session being consumed in roll 
calls on fillibustering motions made by the 
democrats. The object is to prevent legisla- 
tion until Mr. Reed brings in his code of rules. 
Mr. Reed is getting very sick of this delay, for 
he cannot prevent ayes and no votes, each of 
which consumes forty-five minutes. He has, 
therefore, had two meetings of the committee 
on rules today, and wiil report a code, perhaps, 
tomorrow. Reed himself wanted to hold out 
under his own arbitrary rules until more dem- 
ocrats were unseated, but his followers are 
becoming uneasy, and some of his 
own party men have stated to him emphat- 
ically that they will desert him if he doesn’t 
bring in a code of rules. Reed knows thata 
break in the republican ranks would ruin him. 
There are, however, republicans who know 
the democratic minority will prevent, or mate- 
rially delay, all legislation, whether’ or not 
they favorit, until they have rules, and as 
they are directly interested in legislation such 
asthe world’s fair bill, they feel that they 
cannot bear with him longer. So many have 


made this fact known to the speaker 
that he has decided to surrender’ to 


the democrats by bringing in his rules. 
THEY WILL BE UNJUST. 

They will, however, be almost as unjust to 
the minority as his own arbitrary parliaiment- 
ary rules. They will allow the speaker to de- 
cide by a count whether a quorum is present, 
and will give him the authority to decide 
whether a motion is made to delay legislation. 
In other words, they will rob the minority of 
nearly all their rights. Of course, such 
rules will. be opposed by the democratic 
minority, and when the timercomes to adopt 
them the democrats will refuse to vote, and 
thus compel Mr. Reed to have a republican 
qnorum, or else decide a visible quorum pres- 
ent. Itis, however, thought that he will not 
resort to the latterif it be possible, by bringing 
out the sick again,to havearepublican quorum 
on hand. 

TAYLOR IN WASHINGTON. 

C.H. J. Taylor, Atianta’s colored lawyer, 
is here attending the negro relief conven- 
tion.

STILL NO QUORUM. 


But Speaker Reed Keeps Up His Way of 
Counting, 

WASHINGTON, February 4.-—That the demo- 
-crats did not consider themselves yet van- 
quished, and that they proposed to throw every 
obstacle to the transaction of business until 
some rules were adopted forthe government 
of the house, was shown by their demand for 
the reading of yesterday’s journal in full. 
Hlowever, the clerk read this document with 
such rapidity that the task consumed a little 
wore than half an hour. 

SNUBBING SPRINGER‘AGAIN. 

The reading having been completed, Messrs. 
McKinley and Springer rose, the former to 
move that the journal be approved, the latter 
to declare that not more than half of the 
journal had been read, and to demand the 
reading of the portions omitted. Mr. McKin- 
ley was recognized, and the speaker paid no 
attention to Mr. Springer’s protests. 

Mr. Springer, thereupon, remarked that the 
speaker not only made up the journal in his 
own way, but refused to have it read when it 
Was made up. 

“ Mr. McKinley demanded the previous ques- 
ion. 

The previous question was ordered—yeas 
165, nays none, a number of democrats being 
entered in the journal as present and not yot- 
ing. 

Mr. Springer questioned the correctness of 
che tally, but when in response to the speak- 
er’s request he expressed his inability to point 
out any individual instance of error, no objec- 
tion was made to the announcement of the 
vote, but several democrats kept a strict count 
on the next vote, which was on the approyal 
of the journal. 

THE JOURNAL APPROVED, 

The journal was approved—yeas 173, nays 
none—a constitutional quorum being counted 
by the speaker. 

Mr. Springer moved to adjourn, suggesting 
that this a proper time to enter such a motion, 
and on this occasion his motion was entertained 
by the speaker, only to be defeated by a vote of 
yeas 114, nays 161. 

The speaker then proceeded to lay before the 
house various senate bills for reference. Among 
them was one to relieve the treasurer of the 
United States from the amount now charged 
to him and deposited with several] states. This 
bill the speaker referred, under the rules, to 
thejcommittee on waysfand means. 

BLAND GETS IN A WORD. 

Mr. Bland moved that the bill be referred 
to the committee on appropriations. 

The speaker at first declined to entertain 
Mr. Bland’s motion, but finally did so, where- 
upon, Mr. Springer demanded the reading of 
the bill and expressed his ability to show, by 
en law, that that demand should 

e complied with. 

The speaker ignoring Mr. Springer, directed 
the clerk to call the roll, but Mr. Springer was 
indefatigable and exclaimed that this was the 
first time in the history of the house that a 
member had been denied the right to have 
read the measure which he was to vote upon. 

The speaker therefore blandly directed the 
reading of the bill. 

Mr. Bland’s motion was defeatcd—yeas 9, 
nays 1ol—a quorum being counted by the 
speaker. 

Mr. Flower moved that the bill be referred 
to the judiciary committee. 

Mr. Flower’s motion was defeated yeas 94, 
nays 135. 

For the first time in several days this was 
not a strict party vote, the following republi- 
cans voting with the democrats in the affirma- 
tive: Messrs. Adams, Brower, Butterworth, 
Cooper of Ohio, Cheadle. Henderson of Iowa, 
Kerr of Iowa. Mason, Struble and E. B. Tay- 
lor of Ohio. 


The Forgery Investigation. 

WASHINGTON, February 4. — The special 
house committee on the Ohio ballot-box for- 
gery resumed its inquiry today. Governor 
Campbell took the stand and continued his 
testimony begun yesterday, taking up his story 
at the point of the Germantown speech. He 
read from the Cincinnati Times-Star a report 
of Governor Foraker’s Marietta speech in re- 
ply in which the latjer says he knows when 


a 


he has brought down game and that from 
Campbell’s speech, it appeared that the game 
had been shot through the heart. Halstead 
had a dozen times reiterated the statement 
that he did not intend to use the paper, (ex- 
hibit a) until just before the election. 

Governor Foraker interrupted the witness 
to say that he had never seen this particular 
report, and it was somewhere wrong. 

Continuing, Governor Campbell said Hal- 
stead had been forced to admit that he did not 
intend to use the paper until just before the 
election, to explain why he did not consult 
with Sherman and others. Then, too, hé 
hoped it would be too late for any proof be- 
yond his (Campbell's), denial to be produced, 
and thus defeat his election. If he believed 
the paper to be genuine he would have pub- 
lished it at once, and ended the campaign. 

LIKE A SCHOOL BOY’S SCRAWL. 

When witness first saw the paper he was un- 
able to account for his signature. He knew 
he had not written it. It was too poor—like 
the namc a bov writes in pokeberry ink. Wit- 
ness got McLean’s denial, and then learned of 
Wood’s candidacy for the position of smoke 
inspector. He heard that appointment could 
not be charged to political grounds—that Wood 
was an irresponsible man and he was the 
forger. 

Witness said it had been reported a hundred 
times in the Gazette that there was a million 
dollars steal in the ballot-box bill. It began 
four days after the retraction, when Halstead 
recovered his wind, and had _ been 
kept up till the last Saturday. 

READING HALSREAD’S EDITORIALS. 

It was nonsense, as any one could see from 
a reading of the bill, but Halstead would keep 
it up for all time, regardless of testimony or 
anything else. He read some of the Gazette 
editorials, stopping to clear his throat with 
the remark, “‘It makes my: throat very dry to 
read that kind of stuff.” 

After reading awhile, he said it was fair to 
show what the bill said, and turning to that 
documnent, he read the first section, authoriz- 
ing the attorney-general to contract for boxes 
at S25 each. He referred to Hadden’s testi- 
mony, speaking of another contract, and denied 
that he had signed any paper relating to bal- 
lot boxes. The other gentlemen named must 
unload for themselves. There had been no ef- 


‘fort to pass the bill or even getit before the 


committee. It had been completely dropped. 
He had telegraphed to T. C. Campbell and 


John McLean to know if there were any 
papers. The insinuation was that there was a 


paper bearing his name, which he wanted to see 
before he denied the charge. That was an un- 
mitigated falsehood. It had also been charged 
that he had tried to shield Wood from 
arrest, which was not true, and his counsel 
had consented ‘to the writ required to have 
Wood arrested. A. W. Thurman had tele- 
graphed witness October 23d to do nothing 
about the Wood matter at present; that he 
would write. So witness had telegraphed to 
defer the arrest, bunt it was too late, as Wood 
had been arrested. “Much had been made of 
this. 
DID NOT SUIELD WOOD. 

Witness read a letter from A. W. Sherman, 
saying that he had telegraphed as he did, be- 
cause he feared they would arrest Halstead, 
which would be a mistake, after he had pub- 
lished the retraction, as that complicated the 
ease badly. Tnat was all there was in the 
story of his‘attempt to shield Weod. 

Referring to the story that the committee 
had subsequently adjourned for two weeks be- 


cause it had _ discovered somothiug 
very pleasant, and the lid was 
very hastily closed on the box, 


and further that Mr. Grosvenor, his counselor, 
had gone to Ohio to consult him, witness said 
that he challenged inquiry and denied that Mr. 
Grosvenor was his counsel or that he had seen 
him since last summer, until he got here. He 
served notice now that he was going to have a 
little fairer treatment froin Halstead and his 
paver than he had had before. There was a 
limit to human endurance.

DULL IN THE SENATE. 


Mr. Ingalls Reports a Resolution Calling for 
Certain Correspondence. 

WASHINGTON, February 4.—In the senate, 
Mr. 4ngalls, from the judiciary committee, re- 
ported a resolution (which was agreed to) di- 
recting the attorney-general to communicate a 
statement of all expendituresin connection 
with the United States circuit court for the 
northern district of Florida in November and 
December, 1889, with copies of all communica- 
tions between the department of justice and 
officers of that court relating to criminal pros- 
ecutions during the same months. 

Mr. Dawes moved that the senate proceed to 

xecutive business. 

Mr. Platt said that he had intended to ask 
the senate to take up the bill for the organiza- 
tion of the territory of Oklahoma. He was 
willing to give way toa motion for executive 
session. 

Mr. Blair—The unfinished business is the 
educational bill. After deferring it several 
times, I have expected, by the usual courtesy 
of the senate, to have made some remarks on 
the subject today. As I am interrupted by 
reason of an executive session, I give notice 

hat at 2 o’clock tomorrow I will call up the 
educational bill (or it will come up itself as 
unfinished business), and will address the sen- 
ate. 

The senate then proceeded to, the “considera- 
tion of executive business. 

At5o’clock the doors were reopened, and 
the senate adjourned. 


PINCHBACK ON HAND, 


And Claiming the Presidency of the Colored 
Men’s Convention. 

WASHINGTON, February 4.—The colored 
men’s convention was in session until an 
early hour this morning, and after a stormy 
scene finally elected Bishop A. W. Wayman 
as permanent president. His chief com- 
petitor was Ex-Senator P. H. B. Pinchback. » 

The convention met again this morning. 
The vote by which Bishop Wayman was de- 
clared elected permanent chairman was 
challenged, anda claim was made by Ex- 
Senator Pinchback that he had been the 
choice of the convention. Pinchback called 
the meeting to order, and the committee on 
permanent organization was appointed. The 
committee made a report, recommending Rev. 
J.C, Price, of North Carolina, as president; 
William H. Dupree, of Massachusetts, vice- 

resident; P. A. Dawson, of New Jersey, and 

V. Calvin Chase, of Washington, secretaries; 
William Lively and Miss Mattie Jackson, of 
Ohio, assistant secretaries. 

The report of the committee was adopted 
unanimously confirming these nominations. 
The list of honorary vice-presidents, one from 
each state, was also chosen.

The president 
sent over early in the morning to inquire after 
the secretary, and Private Secretary Halford 
called in person about 10 o’clock to consult 
with regard to the secretary’s removal to the 
white house.

FUNERAL OF MRS. COPPINGER. 


Church Filled With Distinguished 
People—Cardinal Gibbons Officiates. 

WASHINGTON, February 4.—The remains of 
Mrs. Alice Coppinger, wife of Colonel J. J. 
Coppinger, of the Eighteenth United States 
infantry, and eldest daughter of Secretary 
Blaine, were today laid to rest in consecrated 
ground in Oak Hill cemetery, beside those of 
her brother Walker. <A brief service was held 
at 10 o’clock, at the residence of her father in 
Madison Place, and the body was then taken 
to St.Mathew’s Catholic church, where solemn 
rites for the dead were performed. Rey. Father 
Thomas Sherman, son of General Sherman 
and nephew of the senator, celebrated a 
requiem mass. Cardinal Gibbons read the 
burial services and blessed the body. 

AT THE CHURCH. 

An hour before the arrival of the funeral 
cortege, a great concourse of people had gath- 
ered at the church, and long before the cere- 
monies began every seat and every available 
foot of space not reserved, was occupied- 

At 10:30 o’clock, as the choir chanted the 
‘‘miserere,’’ the casket, completely covered 
with white blooms, upon which rested a sheaf 
of ripened wheat, was borne down the center 
aisle. Mrs. Blaine, leaning heavily upon the 
arm of Colonel Coppenger, closely followed 
by the bearers of the casket; Secretary Blaine, 
with one of his danghters upon his arm, came 
next, and these were followed in turn by 
James G. Blaine, Jr., with his other sister; 
Emmons Blaine and Mrs. Blaine, and Senator 
and Mrs. Cameron. As these were bein 
seated, the president and Mrs. Harrison entere 
the church and were given seats just in their 
rear. Following the president at short inter- 
vals came the Vice-President and Mrs. Mor- 
ton, Secretary Windom, Postmaster General 
and Mrs. Wanamaker, Secretary and Mrs. 
Proctor, Attorney General and Mrs. Miller, 
Secrerary Noble, Secretary and Mrs. Rusk, 
General Schofield and Admiral Rogers. Mem- 
bers of the international American conference 
entered in a body. The diplomatic corps was 
well represeneced. Many prominent senators 
and members of the house of representatives, 
and chief officials of the executive departments 
of the government were also present. 

At the conclusion of the ceremony of bless- 
ing the body, the cardinal announced that, 
agreeable to the expressed wishes of the fam- 
ily of the deceased, noremarks would be made.

THE SUIT BROUGHT. 

He brought suit for $50,000 damages, in 
which he was supported by nearly 50,000 col- 
ored people in eastern Kansas and Missouri.

The colored people are _ incensed 
with the court; and much excitement 
prevailed. Judge Field held that, as the civil 
rights bill had been declared unconstitutionak 
by the supreme court of the United States, the 
rights of colored people, as well as others in this 
behalf, were to be determined by the common 
laws thattheaters and race courses were pri- 
vate property, which the proprietors could run 
to suit themselves, and that a ticket thereto 
was a license revokable at any time, upon re- 
turn or tender of the costs of the ticket. 


The plaintiff contended that because the 
owners of the railroads were bound to receive 
as passengers any person, that the same rule 
would apply to theaters, but Judge ‘Fieid held 
that railroads were necessities of life, while 
theaters, like race courses, were luxuries and 
amusements. In other words, the rights of the 
public against railroad companies were a ne- 
cessity whereas the privilege of going to a 
theater or a horse race was an amusement and 
pastime and the damage resulting froma failure 
toenjoy which would be merely ,speculative 
and sentimental. Therefore theatets who re- 
ceive no coucessions from the public, tould 
make any rule or regulation foregoing and for- 
bidding any class of patrons which the proprie- 
tors deemed prejudicial to the business. or 
against their wish, though they should act ca- 
priciously in so doing. 

ANOTHER INTIMATION, 
Judge Field. while delivermg his opinion 
said that he believed that even ifa person be 
refused admitance to a hotel, his damages 
would be merely nominal, that is,§not [more 
than one cent or one dollar, unless that was the 
only hotel in the place,or the person was 
denied entrance at all the hotels in the place.

A Terrible Accident to a Freight Train af 
Peoria. 


Prorra, Ill., February 4.—At 8:30 las 
night, as a freight train started over the bridge 
spanning the riverat Bridge Junction, the first 
span of iron bridge sank, precipitating the 
engine, tender and three cars into the river. 
Three men werein the cab, Engineer William 
Neville, Firemau O’Brien and Head Brake- 
man B. M. Lewis, of the Urbane.

PEDERAL JUDICIARY 
BRATION, 
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Distinguished People Take Part in the Ex- 
ercises—Speeches by Ex-President Cleve- 
land and O'hers. 

New Yors, February 4.—The events of the 
past few days at Washington, including the 
sad loss to the Blaine family and the é¢evere 
tragic affliction of the home of Secretary Tracy, 
dimmed considerably the celebration of the 
centennial of the federal judiciary that was in- 
augurated this morning. The weather, too. 
seemed designed to cast edditional gloom oyer 
the great affairs. The morning -passed dis-

agreeably, the rain growing heavier as the 


hour for the exertises approached. The at- 


tendance at the literary exercises at the Metro- 
politan opera house was the most noted that 
wver filled the magnificent building. 

Distributed about the galleries were ban- 
wers and shichls bearing the coats-of-arms of 
the various statesin the union. The inter- 
tor of the building was otherwise elaborately 
decorated. 

On the right of the stage in the front row 
were seated Membere of the United States 
supreme court bench, Chief duetice Fuller 
being directly beside ex-President Cleveland, 
who presided. Others. seated on the stage in- 
cluded ex-Justice William Strong, Senator 
Evaris, W. B. Hill of Macon, Ga,, General

Depew, W. W. Astor and David Dudley 


Field. 

While the distinguished gathering were 
leaving the carriages at the door and filling 
the seats until there was “standing room 
only,’’ the Grand Symphony orchestra played 
the Coronation March overture from **Zampa,”’ 
and ‘‘American Fantasia.’”” When the last 
act had been played, ex-President Cleveland 
stepped forward. He was cheered to the 
echo, aud it was some miinntes before he could 
speak. Bowing his acknowledgements and 
expressing his appreciation of the generows 
welcome accorded him, Mr. Cleveland began 
his introductory address. 

EX-PRESIDENT CLEVICLAND’S SPEECH. 
¥ex-President Cleveland said: 

We are accustomed to express on every fit ocea- 
Bion our reverence for the virtue and patriotism 
in which the foundations of our republic were 
laid, and to rejoice in the blessings vouchsafed to 
ms under free institutions. Thus we have lately 
celebrated with becoming enthusiasm, the centen- 
nials of tha completion of our constitution and 
the inauguration of our first president. 

Today we have assembled to commemorate an 
event connected with our beginning asa people, 
which more than any other gave safety. and the 
promise of perpetuity to the American plan of 
government, and which more than any other, hap- 
pily ilustrated the wisdom and enlightened fore- 
Bight of those who designed our national struc- 
ture. 

In the work of creating our nation, the elements 
ofafree government were supplied, by conces- 
gions of sovercign states, by surrender of accus- 
tomed rights, and by the inspiration of pure and 
disinterested patriotism. If from these eiements 
there had not been evolved that feature in our fed- 
eral system, which is our theme today, the struc- 
ture »wight have been fair to look upon and might 
have presented a semblance of solidity and 
strength: but would have been ouly a semblance; 
and the conpieted edifice would have had within 
its foundations, the infirmity of decay and ruin. 

{It must be adinitted that it is hard!y within the 
ower olf human language, so to compass diverse 

nterests and claims within the lines of a written 
constitution. as to free it entirely from disputes of 
construction; and certainly diverse constructions 
were apt to inrk in the diction of a constitution 
declared by the president of the convention which 
formulated it, to be “the result of a spirit cf amity 
and of that mutual dcference and concession 
which the peculiarity of our political situation 
rendered indispensable.” 

It is fairiy plain and palpable, both from reason 
and a review of events in our history, that without 

rte determine finally and conclusively, 
‘ights and dnties embraced in the language 
oF the Constitution, the union Of states and the 
life of the American tation must have been pre- 
eari®us and disappointing. Indeed there copld 
hardly have been a°well grounded hope that tRey 
wonld lorg survive the interpretation of the 
Mational compact by every party upon whom it 
rested, and the insistance of each to the last ex- 
tremity, upon such an interpretation as would se- 
cure coveted rights and benefits, and absolve from 
irksome duties and obligations. 

In the creation of the world, the earth was with- 
out form and void, and darkness was upon the 
face cf the deep, until God said, ‘(Let there be 
light,” and there was light. 

In the creation of the new nation, our [ree insti- 
tutions were without the formand symmetry of 
Streneth. and-the darkness and hopelessness 
brooded over the aspirations of our people, until 
alightinthe temple of justice and law, gath- 
ered from the Divine Fountain of Light, illu- 
snined the work of the fathers of the republic. 

On this centennial day we will deyoutly thank 
heaven for the revelation to those who formed 
our government, of this source of strength and 
light, and for the inspiration of disinterested pa- 
trioticm and consecrated devotion which estab- 
lished the tribunal which we today commemorate. 

Qur fathers had sacrificed much to be free. 
Above ai! things they desired freedom to be ab- 
Folute!ly secured to themselves and their posterity. 
And yet with all their enthusiasm for that senti- 
ment, they were willing to refer to the tribunal 
which they devised, ail questions arising under 
their newly formed constitution, affecting the 
freedom and the “edger > and safety of the citi- 
gen. Though bitter experience had taught them 
that the instrumentalities of government might 
trespass upon freedom, and though they had 
Jearnedin a hard school the cost of the struggle 
to wrest liberty from the grasp of power, they re- 
fused, in the solemn work they had in hand, 

take counsel of undue fear or 
distracting perturbation; and they calmly and de- 
liberately established asa function of their gov- 
ernment, a check upon unauthorized freedom and 
a@ restraint upon dangerous liberty. Their attach- 
mentand allegiance to the sovereignty of their 
states were warin and unfaltering; but these did 
not prevent them from contributing a fraction of 
that sovereignty to the creation of a court which 
should guard and protect theirnew nation and 
Save and perpetuate a government which should 
in all time to come bless an independent people. 

I deem myself highiy honored by the part as- 
Signed to me in these commenorativye exercises. 
As in eloquent and fitting terms we shall be led 
| those chosen to address us,to the contemplation 
of the history of that august tribunal organized 
one hundred years ago: as the lives and services 
of these who in the past have presided over its 
councils are rehearsed to us sas our love and venera- 
tion fer our fellow tountrymen who now fi}! its 
high and sacred places are quickened; and as we 
are reminded of the manner in which our national 
court has at all times illustrated the strength and 
beneficience of free institutiogs, let us be glad in 
the possession of this rich herit of American 
citizenship, and gratefully appreciate the wisdom 
and patriotisin of those who gave to us the su- 
preme court of the United States, 

PRAYER BY DR. DIX. 

Rey. Dr. Morgan Dix, of Trinity church, 
followed the ex-president and the audience 
rose and stood with bowed heads, while the 
reverend gentieman made an invocation. He 
prayed that the federal bench would be given 
grace and divine assistance to carry on. the 
second century of its existence as justly as its 
first had been, over rendering judgment that 
is just. Inclosing, Dr. Dix made allusion to 
the affliction that had been met by Secretaries 
‘Tracy and Blaine, and prayed that they might 
be aided to bear their loss.

Congress, on the day after its organization, 
entered onthe work of provid‘ng for the estab- 
lishent of the judiciary by appointing a com- 
mittee, of which Oliver Ellsworth, one of the 
framers of the constitution, and afterwards chief 
justicé of the supreme court, was the chairman. 
And the judiciary act,approved Washington Sep- 
tember 24, 1789, substantially as it exists today, 
was largely the work of this eminent jurist. 

Washington promptly nominated, and the senate 
as promptiy confirmed, John Jay,of New York, to 
be chief justice of the court, and as associate jus- 
tices, John Rutledge, of South Carolina; William 
Cushing, of Massachusetts; Robert H. Harrison, 
of Maryland ; James Wilson, of Pennsylvania, and 
John Blair, of Virginia. Of these, Jay, Cushing 
and Harrison had respectively scrved as chief jus- 
tices in their own states; Rutiedge, Wilson and 

Biair had been members of the convention which 
framed the constitution. 
FIRST SESSION OF THE COURT. 
On the first Monday of February, 1790, the day 
fixed for the opening session of the court, a 
yorum was not present; on the following day, 
the first Tuesday of February—one hun years 
ago—the room in the exchange, set apart for the 
court, the federal) hall being occupied y con. ;

POWER TO ANNUL LEGISLATIVE ACTS AND TO 
DECIDE BETWEEN STATES. 

The most striking elementin the powers granted 
is that which clothes the judiciafy with the right 
to annul legislative enactments. -Evenas to this 
power it bas been said that the supreme court 
“has no prototype in history.” 

“Judicial tribunalshave existed as component 
parts of other federal systems, but the supreme 
court of the United States is the only court in his- 
tory that has ever possessed the power to finaliv 
determine the validity of a national law.” 

But in the clause next following the judicial 
power is extended “‘to controveries between two 
or more states.”’ 

This brief but comprehensive waiver on the 
part of the thirteen sovereign states of exemption 
from judicial power and - this man- 
date 0 the organic law that the 
judicial ower created by the people shall 
be the arbiter between the states themselves, in 
all their controversies with each other, mark the 
highest level ever attained in the progress of rep- 
resentative government. They have justly excited 
the wonder and adiniration of the most intelligent 
ovservers of our constitutional system. 

Tocqueville says: ‘In the nations of Europe the 
courts of justice are only called upon to try the 
controversies of private individuals; but the 
supreme court of the United States summons 
sovereign powers to its bar.” 

John Stuart Mill declares this substitute in the 
organic law for war and diplomacy as the means 
of settling disputes between states “the first 
example of what 1s now one of the most promi- 
nent wants of civilized society, a real international 
tribunal.” 

REMEDIES AGAINST ABUSE OF JUDICIAL POWER. 

Vast and far-reaching as are the powers thus 
granted, the same organic law which confers them 

rovides against their abuse by declaring the lia- 
ility of the judges to impeachment for bad be- 
havior, and by the senceved right of the people to 
amend the constitution--a right exercised in the 
restraint of jurisdiction imposed by the eleventh 
amendiment—and, further, by the power 
of congress to regulate the appel- 
jurisdiction. Finally, beyond and 
and limitations of 
the judicial power, is the ever present scrutiny of 
the people, whose instruinent it is the collective 
wisdom, of the whole nation, that which James 
Wilson, of Pennsylvania, one of the ablest mem- 
bers of the convention and one of the first asso- 
ciate justices of the supreme court, called “the 
inind or sense of the people at large,” another 
name for organized pubhe opinion, 
INTENTION OF THE FOUNDERS. 

What the founders intended and what they ac- 
complished was something wholly different from 
the creation of a tribunal to coerce or control the 
political action of the states, or to invade the 
exercise of their right in the regulation of that 
vast department of internal government, which, 
for want of a better naine, we cail tie “police 
power.’ They meant tocreate, and they created,a 
court which, by its supreme authority, acting upon 
suitors who should invoke its power, and executing 
its decrees by due process of law, should be able to 
annul and make yoid any and every enactinent by 
which congress or any state legislature or con- 
Stitutional convention should infringe upon the 
constitution and Jaws of the United States. They 
meant also to provide acomplete system for the 
administration of justice betweentall suitors stand- 
ing in such rejations of right or of citizenship as 
to make their controversies properly recognizable 
by the federal courts. In providing for the inde- 
pendence of the judiciary, they kept it free from 
all share in legislation, and from all dependence 
on the legislature for any original power. They 
knew that under the system of party government 
which must needs prevail, partisanship 
anil politics would be theco = ntroll- 
ing force in legislation, and they knew how easily 
politics are associated with corruption. The 
maxim of Walpole that “every man has his 
price,” had borne its baneful fruitin the English 
parliament. The framers of the American consti- 
tution, with a higher ideal of government and 
a civic virtue even worthier of praise than the 
wisdom which won for them the world’s applause, 
strove to give this ideal form and substance 
and perpetuity. Above all they sought, if possi- 


i ble, to commit to stainless hands the unstained 


lsvord of justice. 
STATE KIGHTS SAFE IN TH® HANDS OF THE COURT. 

How well the powers thus granted have been 
exercised, the history of the federal judiciary at- 
tests. In its great task of bringing the behests of 
the constitution to bear on conflicting rights of 
suitors under the laws of tite union, and the laws 
of the states, its records through al}l these hundred 
years are an illustrious exhibit of that impartial 
and wise discrimination which constitutes the 
highest element of judicial wisdom. If any intelli- 
gent student of our institutions has any lingering 
doubt as to the safety of the reserved rights of 
the states of this union as affected by the juris- 
diction of the supreme court, let him resort to the 
Jatter opinions of the court on constitutional 
questions arising since the adoption of the four- 
teenth amendment, by which the rights of cit- 
izenship and of citizens all the land over, have 
been established on their new and final basis of 
constitutional guarantees. He will rise from their 
perusal disabused of his doubts,marveling,perhaps, 
at the extent to which so scon after the long and 
bitter conflict, in which the integrity and su- 
premacy of the nation has been tried and tested, 
and made sure, the strong hand of the supreme 
judiciary has upheld the exercise by the states of 
many disputed powers, but refreshed with a new 
sense of the abiding strength and wisdom of a 
system of government rigid enough to hold in 
union all these separate states as a nation, and yet 
flexible enough to leave unimpaired the true au- 
tonomy of each. 

ADDRESS OF MR. HENRY HITCHCOCK. 

Henry Hitchcock, of St. Louis, then deliy- 
ered an address upon the exercise of the powers 
of the court since its organization. He began 
by referring to the suit of the state of Florida 
against the state of Georgia, broughtin the 
supreme court to determine the boundary line 
between them, of which Chief Justice Taney 
said: ‘‘A suit ina court of justice between such 
parties, and upon such a question, is without 
exainple in the jurisprudence of any othe 
conntry. 

‘*This impressive statement, said the speaker, 
illustrates,in part, the nature, the novelty and 
the dignity of the unexampled powers which that 
court has exercised during the period of an 
hundred years, whose auspicious close we cele- 
brate this day. 

“The supreme court exists by the express man- 
date of the constitution, which distributes the 
powers of government among three great depart- 
ments. Referring to the precept, quoted by 
Madison, that the accumulation of these powers 
in thé same hands is the’ very definition of 
tyranny, the speaker said: ‘The _ splen- 
did, the unparalleled achievement of our 
forefathers lay in their successful application of 
that precept to the problems before ‘them. For 
not only did they distribute among three distinct 
and independent departments the powers of the 


‘national government, securing of that govern- 
, Ment absolute supremacy within its appropriate 


‘but limited sphere, while also preserving to the 
several states the autonomy and internal powers 
essential to their welfare; but they

sanctions of law, as to make the courts, while 
strictly exercising their judicial functions in pur- 
suance of established rules and principles of law, 
at once the arbiters of public and private right, 
and ‘the bulwark of a limited constitution against 
legislative encroachment.’ ”’

A spirited sketch was given of the case of 
Chisholin vs. Georgia, in which, in 1 the su- 
preme court, unmoved by the — excitement 
and alarm, held that under constitution as 
adopted, a state could not be sued as a debtor in 
that court. This led to the adoption of the XIth 
amendment, forbidding suits to be om oe 
by individuals against a state. The vital 
principle maintained in the Chisholm case was 
the supremacy of the judicial power of the 
United States within the limits of the constitu- 
tion, whatever the court should determine those 
limits to be. Theeleventh amendment narrowed 
those limits, but affirmed that principle. 

The great services of Chief Just Marshall 
were described in ones terms. Beacon lights 
of the nation’s jurisprudence, illumi with 

rophetic radiance the dark waters of the distant 

uture, those luminous judgments have shone out, 
and still shine for us afar, marking out its course, 
warning it of perils on either hand,—the quick- 
sands of legislative or executive encroachment, 
and the dangerous o posing reefs of uncontrolled 
state sovereignty, white with the breakers of an- 
archy and civil war. — 

A rapid sketch was given of the exercise by] the 
court of its great power to control the judgments 
of state courts, and to declare void laws repugnant 
to the constitution; reference being made to Gib- 
bons vs. Ogden, the Pensacola telegraph case, and 
other cases, in which was enforced the power of 
congress to regulate commerce. The development 
by the court of the great purpose of the constitu- 
tion “to establish justice’ was illustrated 
by the Dartmouth college case and other impor- 
tant decisions upholding the sanctity of contracts 
and by other judgments, protecting the rights of 
the Indians, and aptermseng controversies be- 
tween states concerning their boundaries. Unex- 
ampled in the history of jurisprudence are such 
eae between such parties, before such a tri- 

unal, 

Mr. Hitchcock also traced the development of 
the admiralty jurisdiction of the United States, at 
first limited to tide water, but which, in the 
masterly judgment of Chief Justice Taney, in the 
case of the Genesee Chief, in 1851, was held to in- 
clude all navigable inland waters, thus extending 
to the commerce of our inland seas the uniform 
rules of admiralty. 

Dwelling briefly upon the fierce political con- 
troversies concerning slavery, the Dred Scott case 
was alluded to as a decision by the court of ques- 
tions incapable, under such circumstances, of 
judicial settlement. At the dreadful cost of four 
years of civil war, the supremacy of the nation 
was forever vindicated. Ly their own appeal to 
arins, the advocates of secession and the de- 
fenders of slavery had brought about the destruc- 
tion of both. Peace was restored, and the people 
of the United States inscribed in their funda- 
mental law new guarantees of universal liberty, of 
citizenship, andof the equal protection of the 
laws. Newand grave problems arose, not yet all 
solved, and capable of sojution only by a people 
whose reverence for law shall secure to every 
citizen the rights which neither force nor fraud 
can permanently deny. 

An impressive summary was given of the exer- 
cise of the powers of the court since the civil war 
in expounding the constitution which established, 
a hundred years ago, ‘‘an indestructible union of 
indestructible states.” ‘The court,” said the 
speaker, “by means of that great writ of habeas 
corpus, has maintained, against executive power, 
the right of trial by jury: has annulled, as ex post 
facto, new testoaths and penalties imposed by 
congress and the states; has prohibited unreason- 
able searches or seizures, and has pro- 
tected the citizen against unlawful imprison- 
ment, under color of the legislative 
power of congress; has forbidden the taxing power 
of either congress or the states to impede the ex- 
ercises by the other of its appropriate functions of 
government; has enforced the obligation of lawful 
contracts, while declaring utterly void those in- 
tended to aid the rebellion, and refusing to recog- 
nize, as contracts, ohio ay improvidently grant- 
ed by state legislatures. Interpretating those 
great amendments to the constitution, it has 
shielded citizen and alien alike, of every race anu 
color, against unequal laws and oppressive ordi- 
nances; but while ng Ee the power of congress 
to enforce them by ‘g¢orrective legislation,” 
has denied its right’ to supersede ‘the 
legislatures of the states. Asserting the right 
of the United States, both by the legislative and 
the judicial power, to guard the purity of national 
elections ewe to protect the officers and agents of 
the nation in the discharge of every duty, and up- 
holding the supremacy of the general government, 
within its sphere, over all persons and territory 
and things throughout the union, it has not less 
firmly maintained the power and duty of each 
state, within its proper sphere, to legislate for the 
welfare of its people. In its own 
comprehensive phrase, the court ‘thas held with a 
steady and an even hand the balance between fed- 
eral and state power.”’ 

In coneluding, the speaker said: ;The true 
power of the court has resided and mustever dwell 
in the sincere respect and unbought confidence of 
of the people of the Uniten States, conscious that 
with themselves still rests the destiny of their free 
institutions, whose safety and endurance depend 
upon their own reverence for the sanctions: of law. 

Quoting De Tocqueville’s declaration, fifty 
years ago, that the supreme courtis placed at 
the head of all known tribunals, both by the 
nature of its rights and by the class of parties 
which it controls, Mr. Hitchcock’s address closed 
as follows: 

Reviewing, at the century's close, the exercise 
of those powers. with what patriotic pride, with 
what reverent thankfulness tothe supreme ruler of 
nations,may we not justly regard, in either aspect 
of its jurisdiction, this most august of human 
tribunals! Inthe one, we contemplate the vast 
conflicting interests, of — and public con- 
cern, whose adjustment has been demanded by the 
unparalleled growth and development of a great 
people, and the still graver controversies among 

sowertul states, such as elsewhere drain the life-

Mr. Hitchcock was followed by Hon. Thomas 
J. Semmes, of Louisiana, who spoke on ‘‘The 
Personal Characters of Chief Justices.” 

THE CLOSING EXERCISES. 

At the conclusion of the address a brief in- 
termission was taken, after which there was 
more music, and then Hon. E. J. Phelps, of 
Vermont, delivered .a long address on ‘The 
Supreme Court and the Sovereignty of the 
People.”’ 

Chief Justice Fuller then introduced Jus- 
tiee Field, whe responded on behalf of the 
supreme court.

MEETING OF THE EXPERIMENTAL 
FARM DIRECTORS, 


They Find Everything Progressing Satisfac- 
torily -Only Crude Fertilizers to be Used 
~The New Buildings. 

Grirrin, Ga., February 4.--[Special.]}—The 
directors of the Georgia experimental farm 
gonvened at the farm office today. A full 
board was present. A considerable amount of 
business caine up for their consideration, yet 
they completed their labors and returned to 
the city in time for supper at the Nelson house, 
where you reporter found them. From Mr. 
J.B. Park, Jr., the board’s secretary, it is 
Jearned that the state board is highly gratified 
qvith the work that has been done in each of 
the departinents, and the early adjournment 
of their board is largely due to ef- 
ficiency with which the business is 
managed on the farm. The auditing commit- 
tee examined and found correct the reports of 
the various oflicers having in charge the funds. 

BUILDINGS CONDEMNED. 

The building committee condemned the 
Huildings as completed by Mr. Arnold, the 
Atlanta contractor, and refuse further pay- 
ment until the same are completed -according 
go plans and specifications. Mr. Arnold has 


Deen notified of the action of the board in the | 


matter. The board recommended the putting 
in of a telephone, which will connect the farm 
with the city, and will be a great convenience 
to the managers there, and to our citizens as 
awell. 

ONLY CKUDE FERTILIZERS TO BE USED. 

It was decided by the directors to use no fer- 
tilizer except in its crude state. They can in 
this way better judge its merits. The matter of 
publishing the farm bulletins cameo up, and 
was referred to a committee with power to 
actin the premises. The location of the ex- 
perimental station, with scientific staff at 
Griftin, came up for discussion, and was re- 
ferred to a committee with full power to act. 
The farm needs this valuable addition, and 
Griflin will be glad to know the committee has 
decided favorably to its removal here. 

THE TIMES OF MEETING CHANGED. 

The board deemed it advisable to cange the 
time of meeting from what is at present to the 
second Tuesday in May, August and Novem- 
ber. Mr. Corput introduced a resolution to 
allow the superintendents of the agricultural 
and horticultural departments to use whatever 
there was on the farm not marketable for their 
own interests, but that they be required to pay 
the market value of anything they might use 
that was saleable, wood included.

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They Are Coming. 

For some time past the indications of a 
coming tide of immigration from the north 
have been too plain to be mistaken. 

The slightest effort on the part of the 
south to hasten the advent of these immi- 
grants would be successful. Among the 
earnest northern men who are now at work 
to bring about this result is Mr. R. H. 
Ferguson, of Buffalo, N. Y. Mr. Ferguson 
claims that the southern race problem and 
the northern labor problem will be settled 
by this movement. In his own city of 
Buffalo 3,000 good workmen are out of em- 
ployment. They have no future before 
them, and will be driven into pauperism or 
crime. 

Mr. Ferguson has an idea that Georgia 
and South Carolina offer splendid opportuni- 
ties to industrious immigrants, and he believes 
that if a few men in these two states would 
put $50,000 into an immigration company 
30,000 New Yorkers could be settled in this 
region in the next eighteen months, besides 
5,000 families from Scotland. 

Of course it is not proposed to dump a lot 
of helpless and idle paupers upon us. . The 
scheme is to establish colonies of -small 
farmers on our cheap lands, with just 
enough assistance to give them a fair start 
in making a crop. 

Doubtless an organized movement, care- 
fully guarded and well backed in the shape 
of capital, would work wonders. Right 
here, however, it is proper to say that the 
north is more interested than the south in 
putting up the capital for such a project. 
The northern labor question is a more seri 
ous one than our alleged race problem, and 
the south has no inducement whatever in 
contributing the funds to relieve the conges- 
tion of labor in the north. We are getting 
slong down here well enough. 


An Optimistic View. 

A republican contemporary speaks of Sen- 
ator Vance’s ‘‘optimistic view’’ of the race 
problem. 

Sometimes there is wisdom in optimism, 
and it must be admitted that the North Car 
olina senator is too well-informed to be sus- 
pected of speaking at random when the 
negro is up for discussion. 

Why not take an optimistic view of the 
subject? It is only occasionally that the 
races come in conflict. .As arule, whisky 
is at the bottom of the disturbances, and in 
the course of a few days both blacks and 
whites jog along as pleasantly as ever. 

The blacks know well enough that the 
whites employ them, pay them their money, 
and control affairs from one end of the con- 
tinent to the other. They know that exist- 
ing conditions can never be reversed. Sup- 
pose a fight, a riot ora little bloodshed occur 
now and then? Such incidents do not signify 
@ race war. 

As we grow more prosperous, secure bet- 
ter police protection, and make the course of 
justice more regular and certain, there will 
be less lawlessness. Under the complete 
reign of law there can-be no insurrections, 
civil wars nor race wars. There will be no 
escape from the duties of citizenship, and 
all ranks, conditions and races will natu- 
rally fall into their proper places. 

There must be something in this view, be- 
cause it is reasonable. 


Danger in the Corporation. 

Nothing in a long while has so shaken 
public confidence in fiduciary institutions as 
the revelations of the recent bank failure in 
New York. It is not only a blow at public 
confidence, but a blow at public welfare out- 
side the circle of those interested; for where 
banks are not trusted savings will deerease, 
Jess money will be laid up fora rainy day, 
and with improvidence want and suffering 
will increase. 

To prosper we must have confidence. and 
to have confidence we must have safe banks. 
To have safe banks we must keep out bur- 
giars, and the worst burglars yet deyeloped 
are unprincipled stockholders, who pay big 
bonus for control in order to rob the deposi- 
tors and the minority stockholders of a much 
larger amount. This kind of a robber is 
harder to guard against than the simple fel- 
low who goes after the boodle with air pump 
and jimmy. When such aman makes up 
his mind to roba bank it seems impossible 
for the examiners to detect his scheme in 
time to prevent it, 

_ An interesting question suggested by this 
case is the right of a majority owner of a 
bank to sell his:stock to irresponsible par- 
ties at an extravagant figure which no honest 
man could afford to pay. President Leland, 
in giving his check for $500,000 to pay the 
depositors of the Sixth National, acknowl- 
edges by act that he violated an obligation 
to the stockholders when he let his stock 
pass into the hands of am unprincipled man 

who offered him far more than its value. 

' Under such circumstances a business man 

‘aust have suspected that something was 
‘wrong. He must have known that the pur- 
ehaser was paying bonus for no good pur- 
pose. This was not much better than taking 
@ bribe to open his vault to a burglar. 

The faet of the business is that the corpo- 

rate form of business has developed so rapidly 
that its immense advantages have not been 
thought of, while its peculiar dangers have 
hardly claimed serious thought. What has 
‘been done in this bank could be done in al- 
mosi any corporation where there: are ttust 
funds or credit sufficient to make it profitabie 
to ruin the stock. The habit many corpora- 
tions have of piling up a surplus makes the 
bait more tempting. Institations which have 
built up high credit by an able and honora- 
ble management through a numbe; of years 
are peculiarly liable to such attacks, The 
higher the credit of a corporation, the bigger 
the bait. We have many things to learn 
_ @bout the corporation and some of them we 
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| have to learn by dear experience. The op- 
portunities for rascality are so great and so 
constantly developing that it is evident the 
subject must soon command the serious con- 
sideration of the law makers. 


Why Not Come to the South ? 

According to all accounts, there is great 
destitution in both the Dakotas. Not only 
are the horses and cattle put to great stress 
of hunger, but the people themselves are 
said to be suffering for the ordinary necessa- 
ries of life. This has been denied, but the 
original information has beon confirmed by 
those who have managed to escape from that 
region. 

The suffering extends over nineteen coun- 
ties, aud affects at least one hundred thou- 
sand people, who, with their horses and 
cattle, will have to be fed until the next 
crop is gathered. The trouble is that there 
are no rich men in that region on whose 
resources the people might draw. It is said 
that outside contributions are going forward 
very slowly, and there are still six months 
ahead, during which the people and their 
thousands of cattle and horses will have to 
be fed, and even then itis not certain that 
the next crop will amount to anything. 

The trouble that the people of the two 
Dakotas are in seems to be continuous in its 
character—a serial of destitution and famine. 
Charity, powerful as it is for good, cannot 
change climate, and it will finally faint by 
the wayside, overcome by the inhospitable 
seasons of the Dakota region. Immigration to 
the northwest has been overdone, and all this 
suffering exists in the face of the fact that 
the temperate skies and fertile lands of the 
south are offering an invitation to all who 
are willing to come. Lands in the south are 
almost as cheap as those in the starvation 
belt in the northwest, and life here is as well 
worth living as in any climate on the face of 
the earth. 

Considering all these.things, it is 4 won- 
der that the northern editors do not drop 
their sectionalism long enough to inform the 
people that a garden of Eden (compared to 
the Dakotas) is waiting the immigrant here. 
If the people of Dakota want something to 
eat they can get it by coming tothe south. 


The Same Old Cry. 

The New York Financial News contains 
the following article, presumably inspired by 
Mr. Henry Clews: 

“Georgia has advortised its capitol building 
for sale. The state proposes to erect a new and 
more elegant structure into which it will probably 
put the money realized from the sale of the old 
building. It is worthy of notethat the means to 
construct the old building was obtained from the 
Sale of state bonds, which were afterwards re- 
pudiated and have never been paid, although 
Georgia is at present very wealthy and in a per- 
fectly solvable condition. It is very bad policy,to 
put it on the lowest grounds, for Geergia to re- 
main under the imputatien of this public theft 
and it has already hurt her credit to many times 
the original debt. 

She failed to get the new issue of state bonds 
listed on the stock exchange here, or to be recog- 
nized by the legislature of New York as security 
for loans from savings banks. Georgia’s credit 
- will continue to be discredited so long as she fails 
to pay the debts outof which she has made large 
profits by public investmens including the old 
capitol, railroads and other state improvements 
nad betterments. 

Mr. Clews should come down and take a 
look at our new million dollar capitol built 
long in advance of the sale of the old struc- 
ture, The sight would doubtless give the 
enterprising banker new ideas concerning 
Georgia’s wealth, credit and thrift. 

In point of fact, Mr. Clews is the only 
man living who is in the slightest degree 
worried about our credit, and he would have 
saved his peace of mind if he had declined to 
purchase bonds which he knew to be bogus, 
and which were very justly repndiated by 
the state. The recognition of the legisla- 
ture and the stock exchange of New York 
is not needed by the great empire state of 
the south. The fact that such recognition 
has been refused has not affected our credit 
in the past and is not likely todo it in the 
future. 

Mr. Clews should make the best of a bad 
bargain, quitslandering honest people, and 
settle down to legitimate business. 


The Value of a Life. 


The vatue of human life is measured by a 
different standard in the different states. 

Perhaps it would be nearer the truth to 
say that itis measured by no standard at all 
anywhere. Juries have all sorts of opinions 
and they bring in all sorts of verdicts, Re- 
cently, in Illinois, where a husband and 
wife were killed in a railway accident, their 
little child was awarded a verdict of $7,000 
damages. About the same time in Ken- 
tucky a jury awarded a brakeman $15,000 
for the loss of a leg. 

The same strange difference has been ob- 
served in other states. Where a railway 
kills a person outright the damages are fre- 
quently assessed at only a few thousand dol- 
lars. But where a man loses alimb, an eye, 
or gets badly shaken up, the verdicts often 
award the victim sums ranging from ten to 
twenty thousand dollars. 

It would ee difficult to explain this, and 
we shall not attempt an explanation. It is 
plain that the whole matter is controlled by 
sentiment. The intelligence of juries, their 
prejudices. against corporations and the 
popularity of the plaintiffs are factors of 
overwhelming importance in the cases. 
Some day we may have in each state a regu- 
lar scale of life values prescribed by law. 
Despite the arbitrary nature of sucha scale 
it would be better than to leave the whole 
business toa jury. . There should be reason 
in all things, and there is no reason in giv- 
ing an orphan child only $7,000 for the loss 
of its parents, while a stalwart brakeman 
gets $15,000 for the loss of a leg.. There is 
something wrong in the system under which 
such injustice is possible.

While other nations 
are paralleling out the west of Africa, Italy is 
making good headway in the east where there is 
more fighting, but fewer natural obstacles to be 
overcome,

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GEN. COOK ARRIVES. 


HE WILL,ACCEPT THE POSITION 
TENDERED Him. 


Unless Some Unforeseen Contingency Arises 
He Will Take the Oath of Office Today, 
and Immediately Assume His Duties. 


General Phil Cook, the new secretary 0 
state, arrived in Atlanta last night. 

The Central train, which should have 
brought him to Atlanta by 9:30, was over an 
hour late, and when General Cook alighted in 
the carshed he looked tired out by his long 
journey. Under his slonch hat, however, his 
eyes shone as keenly as they did twenty years 
ago, and his whole appearance bears out his 
assertion that he is in excellent health. 

General Cook was met.on his arrival by his 
son-in-law, Mr. Peel, and while on the way to 
his carriage he gave some idea of his inten- 
tions. 

“T see no reason,” he said, ‘“‘why I should 
not accept the position which Governor Gow 
don has tendered me. My reason for not an- 
swering definitely in my telegram was that I 
wished to haye some conversation with the 
governor on the subject.” 

“Will you take the oath of office tomor- 
row ?’’ 

‘‘Yes, I think I shall, but it is too late for 
me to see the governor tonight, and as I have 
said, I wish to have some conversation with 
him before taking any definite action.”’ 

‘‘When did you hear of your appointment ?” 

‘‘Not until yesterday morning. I live some 
miles out of town, and when I went 
into Leesburg after breakfast I found 
at the postofiice a letter from 
Governor Gordon, which informed me that 
Colonel Barnett was extremely ill, and should 
the necessity arise, he intended appointing me 
secretary of state. I immediately wrote the 
governor a letter, stating that I would accept 
the position, and that I would come to Atlanta 
to see him on the subject. At 12 o’clock yes- 
terday, before I left Leesburg, I received a 
telegram announcing Colonel Barnett’s 
death, and requesting me to come on immedi- 
ately. I took this morning’s train, which 
was the first one I could take, and until I have 
seen the governor I can oniy say that I can see 
no reason why I should not accept the posi- 
tion.’’ 

On the same train with General Cook, com- 
ing to Atlanta, were the escort from the state 
capitol, who went as a guard of honor, to be 
present at Colonel Barnett’s funeral.

——Strawberries are ripe at Fort Valley. 

——Editor Hodges, of the Perry Home Journal, 
claims that Houston is the best farming county in 
Georgia, and calls for a fair this fall.

——Captain William P. Simmons, one of the 
oldest and most respected citizens of Houston, 
died on the 2ist. :

A few days ago, at an early hour, says the Inde- 
pendent, the sound of ahornandthe yelping of 
hounds could be heard. These are not unusual 
sounds in Lumpkin, for the pack of fox dogs of 
J.J. Thompson are frequently carried hunting; 
but the party that desired to follow the hounds on 
this particular day was not the usual one. About 
half a dozen gentlemen and three young ladies, 
Misses Willie Brooks, Sallie Evans, of Forsyth, 
and Minnie Griffis, constituted the hunting party, 
and, on horseback, they speedily repaired to the 
country. 

Mr. J. J. Thompson was chief huntsman, and 
excited by his ringing whoops, the dogs swiftly 
circled around and soon struck atrail. Ina short 
time the fox was started and the chase began. 
Over hills and through swamps went the dogs, 
and right behind them followed the riders, the 
young ladies among the foremost. Reynard was 
a little too sharp for the dogs and evaded capture, 
after giving them an exciting race of about one 
hour’s duration. 

——The city council of Savarnah has instructed 
the chief of the fire department to take out a 
search warrant for anew areal ladder purchased 
by the city,and which was shipped from New 
York January 16th. It is thought that the miss- 
ing ladder must have gone the way of McGinty, 
dressed in its new suit of clothes. 

——A movement is on foot to construct a half mil- 
lion dollar dry dock on Hutchinson island, where 
the old dry dock stood. The Simpson Brothers, 
of New York, were in the city several days exam- 
ining the proposed site. ‘They have gone back 
north to make plans and figure up the cost of a 
dock suitable for the commere which comes here. 
The Messrs. Simpson are the largest dry dock 
builders on the Atlantic coast, They 
do the government work, and have 
built docks all along the Atlantic 
coast of the United States and Canada, From 
Norfolk to New Orleans the coast is without a dry 
dock. If one is constructed here it is believed 
that it will pay handsomely. The fresh water is 
an inducement which alone would draw vessels 
far outof their course to adry dock here. At 
New Orleans the port charges are so high that 
vessels in the guif trade would come to Savannah 
rather than gothere. Vessels should goina dry 
dock twice a yearand owners say that it pays to 
have their ships cleaned that often. 
Savannah’s shipping trade alone would furnish 
a heavy and steady business fora dock and Fer- 
nandina, Brunswick, Darien and Charleston would 
swell it to great proportions. The old dry dock 
was built about twenty years ago and was aban- 
doned six years ago, belongs to Captain James K. 
Clarke. The dock was faultily constructed in the 
first place. When it became, through age, unsafe 
for further use so much capital was required it 
that the owner, who had a large lumber business 
to attend to, did not take any step to restore it. 
Now, several capitalists are on the point of form- 
ing a company and constructing a giant dock.— 
Savannah Times.

‘When I went tothe council meeting 5 
terday,’’ says Mr. Hulsey, “TI did not think of 
bringing the question up then. But when the 
finance committee made reference to the issue 
ing of new bonds for the waterworks and sewe 
ers, I thought it an opportune time to mention, 
it.”” ‘ 

‘Had you been considering it before?” 

“Oh, yes, and I was in earnest in al] ] 
If I had not brought it up then I should 
done so later. I am convinced ip MY own 
mind that it would be the best interest of the 
city to purchase the building if it cay be 
done at the minimum price.” 

“You think Atlanta is ripe fora city hal es 

‘Certainly. In the present building ¢ 
thing is badly crowded, Not a single Officer 
In some of the 
rooms two or three departments are atw 
each in the way of the other. Then we have 
there no room for committees, and that is g 
greatinconvenience. But there is one reason, 
more important than any other.” 

“And that ty 

“Ts the preservation of the archives, The 
books and records are in constant danger of 
being destroyed by fire. If we had acity hal 
we could prepare a fire proof vault, where the 
papers would be safe. No one can compute the 
value of those records to the city.” 

‘You think the old state house would do? 

“Oh yes. True itis not an imposing strags 
ture, like some of us want, butit will do, ff 
am opposed to putting a half million or morg 
in a fine buildingnow. Atlanta is outgrowing 
itself, and a building we would put up now 
would be too small in twenty years. Let those’ 
who are here twenty years hence put up that 
building.”’ 

“Can the city afford to make the purchase?” 

“Why not? We are now paying for half 
enough room, almoft enough money to pay the 
interest on the amount necessary to acquire the 
property. In that building we would have, 
enough room for the ofiicers,the council and the: 
public, Did it ever cccur to you that Atlanta! 
needs a large commodious conyention hall ?* 

‘“Yes.”’ 

“In that building we could have one. Looks 
atit this way. We can rent the ground floor 
out fcr stores, and from that rental we could 
derive almost enough to pay the interest on 
the debt created in the purchase. Then we 
could have tle offices, council chamber, ete, 
upstairs, while the old hall of the house of re 
resentatives could be converted into a publi¢ 
hall for conventions and meetings.” 

‘How much would it cost to bring about the 
changes ?” 

“I have been told that it would cost ] 
than $10,000, but of that I can’t say positively. 
We could sell the police headquarters and; 
put ourcity prison in the basement. Thig 
would reduce the bond issue to $100,000 oF 
less. I venture the prediction that 
twenty years that ground will be worth mor 
than we will have to pay for the building and 
the lot.’’

WITH BRIGHT PROMISE. 


The Atlanta Spring Bed and Mattress Com- 
pany Organized and at Work—The At- 
lanta Advertising Agency. 


Another manufacturing industry for At- 
lanta. ) 

The Atlanta Mattress and Springbed com- 
pany was organized yesterday morning, the 
stockholders being P. H. Snook, the Rhodes 
and Haverty Furniture company, John Neal 
and J. C. Evins, all furniture dealers of At- 
lanta. 

The capital subscribed was $20,000. 

The gentlemen interested have been con- 
templating the organization for some time,and 
a day or two ago secured a charter from the 
Fulton county superior court. With that pa- 
per in their possession they came together yes- 
terday morning at Mr. John Neal’s furniture 
store, and after all the stock had been taken, 
organized. The organization was: 

President—A. G. Rhodes. 

Vice-president—J. C. Evins. 

Secretary and treasurer—to be elected. 

Board of directors—P. H. Snook, John Neal, 
J. C. Evins and James Haverty. 

The money subscribed by each gentleman is 
on call, and today work will be commenced. 
They have secureda building on Peters street, 
near the excelsior works, and will begin man- 
ufacturing springs, beds, mattresses, cots, and 
beddings of all kinds, just as soon as the ma- 
chinery can be setnp. The machinery is here, 
three car loads of it, and will be moved today. 
On Monday the factory will throw its doors 
open and begin work with about fifteen 
hands. The board of directors has secured as 
superintendent Mr. C. Fay, an experienced 
mattress maker, who understands the work 
thoroughly. 

The industry is a paying one and stock can 
not be secured. Mr. Snook, one of the leading 
spirits in organizing the company, says: 

“Two or three fortunes have been made in 
the manufacturing of springs, beds and mat- 
tresses in Atlanta, and we will find our share 
of business.”’ 

‘Ts it profitable?”

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THE SCHOOL TERM. 
ALDERMAN HOWELL’S RESOLUTION 
TO REDUCE 


Zhe School Term Considered by the Special 
Committee—Public School Teachers Op- 
posed to any Change. 


Shall the grammar school term be diminished 
from eight years to six years? 

And is it advisable to raise the school 
from six to eight years? 

These were two interesting and impertant 
questions which were interestingly discussed 
in the parlors of the Young Men's Christian 
association last night. 

The discussion was by prominent educators 
of the city, on invitation of the joint com- 
mittee of the board of education and general 
council, created for the purpose of investiga- 
ing and, if advisable, revising the present 
public school system. 

In a nutshell, 1{ was almost the unanimous 
opinion of those who spoke, that the present 
Bchool system is jaist about as near perfection 
as itis possible to attain, and that even were 
it possible, under the general law, it would 
hardly be advisable to-present regulations as 
to age. 

THE COMMITTEE TAKES A WALK. 

Last night’s meeting was to have been held 
in the Young Mens’ Library’ building, but a 
lecture there interfered. After the committee 
and those invited to appear before it had as- 
sembled in the library parlors, Hon. W. A. 
Hemphill suggested that they adjourn to the 
Young Mens’ Christian association building, 
and in a body the members of the joint com- 
mitice and others repaired to that place. 

Mr. Licklider very cordially tendered the 
committee the use of the main parlor, and then 
the meeting was called to order, Mr. 
Hemphill in the chair, and Councilman Hen- 
drix acting as secretary. 

Captain Hendrix read the minutes of the 
previous meeting, which was held in Tue 
CONSTITUTION oilice last week, and also the 
original resolution creating the committee, in- 
troduced in the council by Alderman Howell. 

The committees appointed in pursuance of 
that resolution are, from the council, Alder- 
man Howell, Councilmen Hulsey and Hen- 
drix, and from the board of education Presi- 
dent W. A. Hiemphill. Besides the joint- 
committee there were present Major W. F. 

superintendent of schools; Miss 
Sarveant, principal of the 
High school; Mrs, Echols, prin- 
cipal of Callioun street school; Miss Florence 
Adains, principal, of Ira street school; Pro- 
fessor:-Moore, of Fair street school; Colonel W. 
M. Bray, Professor H. H. Smith, Professor 
Mitchell, of Ira street school, and Professor 
Wilson, of Marietta street school. 
THE DISCUSSIONS 
were limited to ten minutes each. Major W. 
F. Slaton was the first speaker. He said, be- 
fore discussing a new system, ora change, the 
present should be thoroughly understood, giv- 
ing a comprehensive outline of a pupil’s career 
from the time of entering the grammar schvuol 
at six years and graduating at eighteen. 

“After a child has gone through the first six 
grades of our grammar schools,’’ he said, ‘‘in 
six years he is prepared to go out into the ac- 
tive business cflife. He is then better edu- 
cated than he would be had he been tutored in 
any other public schools in the land. At 
twelve years of age he has got the rudiments 
of a good Engiish education, and is prepared 
to battle with the world and gain an honest, 
thrifty livelihood.’’ 

Major Slaton said those who couia arrord 
to allow their children to remain two years 
longer in the grammar schools until they had 
gone through that branch, at fourteen years, 
had a 

COMPLETE MATHEMATICAL EDUCATION. 

He had arrived at that point of mental de- 
velopment and education where he was capa- 
ble of philosophizing, and was capable’ of as- 
suming any position of society. The pupil, of 
course, was very much better equipped at four- 
teen than at twelve years, because he is older, 
possessing development that only comes with 
age, and then because these two 
last grades [ grammar schools 


age 


of the 
correspond with his mental development. 

‘‘After three years in the high school, if a 
boy,’ continued Superintendent Slaton, ‘‘the 
pupil, then seventeen years of age, is prepared 
to enter the juniorclassof the university, 
Athens, Oxford, Mercer, or any of our col- 
leges. Thenitis a fact that boys from the 
Atlanta public schools are better prepared 
than any others who enter the university. 
The late Chancellor Mell has often said this, 
and at this time Ihave a letter from Chan- 
cellar Boggs, introducing a young man to the 
Boys’ High school as the very best place he 
knew of in which hecould spend a few months 
in preparatory work. 

“And our girls are ’equally well equipped 
when they graduate from the high school. 
They get a college course there as thorough as 
at Lucy Cobb, Wesleyan, Shorter, orany other 
noted seminary. It is a classical education. 
Then they are prepared to teach when they 
get through, and are wielding an influence of 

ower throughout the state in that direction. 

Ve have no normal schools in Georgia, and I 
regard it as highly essential that we have this 
source from which to draw our supply of tal- 
ent.”’ 

HOW OTHER SCHOOLS WORK IT. 

Major Slaton presented the school terms of 
twenty-two large cities of the country, 
from Boston to San _ Francisco, taken 
atrandom from the reports sent him. Of the 
twenty-two cities twenty devoted eight years 
in the grammar schools and four in the high 
schools, Boston spending nine in the grammar 
grades and Hartford even ten. The two cities 
which devoted fewer years than Atlanta were 
Newnan, Ga., and Dallas, Tex., which have a 
term of seven and three years in grammar and 
high schools respectively. 

A number of these cities had tried the ex- 
periment of a shorter term, but had returned 
to the present as the best. 

Major Slaton said if a pupil were permitted 
to remain in his charge six years he could 
teach hii the branches taught in the grammar 
schools, giving hima fair English education, 
but- that a public school system had 
to be measured to fit all intellects, 
and it was impossible for a child to go through 
the present complete curriculum of the gram- 
mar schools in any less term except in the ex- 
ceptional instances, and rule 15 of the board 
provided amply for the promotion of these be- 
tween regular annual examinations. 

MISS FLORENCE ADAMS. 

Miss Florence Adams, principal of the Ira 
street school, did not think the term of gram- 
mar; school could be decreased without 
hazard. She spoke from a knowledge acquired 
by teaching in all the grammrr school grades, 
from the first to the eighth. 

She was emphatic in her oppositon toan ad- 
vance in the school age, from six to eight years, 
and thought that after all,*the parents 
Awere the best judges as. to the best 
time for starting a particular child to school. 
A great deal depended upon the child, both its 
mental and physical capacity. : 

“The curriculum should not be gauged for the 
half dozen roll of honor scholars,” she said, 
‘‘but should be cast for the fifty others who are 
ey to go through the same course. If 
a reduction has to be made the only way it can 
be accomplished, in my opinion, is to carefull 

ick out the pupils and reduce the number * 4 

otted to each teacher. In this way something 
might possibly be accomplished, but at best it 
is a hazardous experiment.”’ 

Miss Adams said she did not believe a child 
coald receive anywhere a better education than 
in the public schools of Atlanta. 

as PROFESSOR MOORE, 
principal of Fair street school, indorsed the 
 gpreneee of Professor Slaton and Miss Adams.

mentary English branches in less time than it 
required in the grammar schools, if he concen- 
—— es upon him, but it could not be

“It is beyond huiman power.” 

Moore, “‘to advance children Meo seat ee 
are doing now. Armies move slowly, but those 
who march slowly oftentimes have best stay- 
ing powers. Soitiswith children. When the 
backward ones do develop, they are all right; 
as good as the bright ones, and often 
better. But if you go too fast 
for the slow developers, you are liable to dis- 
courage them. Because a boy is bright, is no 
reason he should be allowed to runaway from 
his fellows. He should be kept with them, 
s0 that his influence may be used among the 
duller ones, at least, for a time.’’ 

Professor Moore thought the system -should 


be allowed to remain as itis. A remedy might : 


be found in special examinations for those 
bright pupils who received at the annual pro- 
motion a percentage over a ce amount. 

The teachers in fessor Moore’s school had 
presented him with a paper recommending 
that aehange might be effected by revision of 
the system of text books. | 

MISS NETTIE SARGEANT, 

principal of the Girls’ High school, also op- 
posed a reduction of the grammar school term, 
and thought a raise of the age to eight years 
would work a hardship on the very class of 

ople to whom the public schools were most 
important. 


“In the Girls’ High school,”’ said Miss Sar-. 


geant, “there are over 300 pupils, and a 
great many of them have completed the gram- 
mar schoo! course in less than eight years, by 
being promoted at Christmas, as is permitte 
in rule 15 of the board. 

“The two years, from six to eight, are in- 
valuable to us. Many children, if not in 
school, those years would be on the streets, 
susceptible to any influence that might be 
brought to bear upon. If the age 

raised to eight years, and 
I curriculum condensed, those 
crowded out would be the very ones who can- 
not be taught at home. Consequently these 
years would be worse than wasted, and the 
bad habits and careless training would make 
it very difficuit for the teachers to plant the 
reeds of learning when the child came under 
their care.”’ 

Miss Sargeant said that out of the 416 gradu- 
ates of the Girl’s High school, 115 have filled 
teachers’ places. She thought if girls were 
hurried through and graduated at sixteen, 
they would not at that age be competent to en 
trust with such places. 

MRS. ECHOLS. 

Mrs. Echols, principal of Calhoun street 
school, said after communicating with the 
families patronizing her school, she knew they 
did not desire a change. She took pains to 
asvertain this. She did not see why the school 
doors should be closed to children of six and 
seven years. Parents were most competent to 
say whether their children should be started to 
school at that age. If the age were raised 
private schools would spring np on every hand, 
and there was no reason why these two years 
should be spent in idleness. 

She suggested that more room be given the 
children; that they were too crowded with 
sixty in a room. nother suggestion was that 
the city establish a normal or training school 
for teachers, where the June graduates, who 
were to be September teachers, could be taught 
better the duties of their positions. 

Mrs. Echols did not approve of combining 
the grades to shorten the term. 

Miss Sargeant indorsed Mrs. Echols’s plea 
for a normal school. 

COLONEL WELBORN BRAY. 

When the first grammar sehools were es- 
tablishedin 1872, Colonel W. F. Bray was 
made principal of the first one that was opened 
to the public. 

He said it was conceded that good work was 
being done in the schools, and did not believe 
the term could be lessened with the pres- 
ent curriculum. The term could not be inter- 
fered with to raise the school age. 

Colonel Bray submitted a paper reciting the 
exact number devoted to each study each day 
in the grammar schools. 

“If the object of the lawis to give a good 
elementary education,’’ he said, ‘‘I would drop 
several of the studies, as drawing and the 
like. There are many reforms needed, but a 
lessening of the term is not one of these. I 
would fill it out with proper instruction, 
though.’’ 

He thought the written examinations were 
the cause of a great deal of time losing, and 
recommended that a revision be made in this 
direction. He also thought more of the higher 
branches of study should be introduced earlier 
in the grammar schools, so that those who 
stopped when through this branch would be 
better equipped. 

DR. H. H. SMITH 
favored a six-year course in the grammar 
schools, and introduced a course of study 
which he had mapped out for such a term. 

‘The course of study should be arranged so 
as to meet the requirements of those to whom 
it was just the beginning, and also to those to 
whom it is the end of learning. We need a 
course Which can be fairly completed in six 
vears, and such an annual examination that 
most all can pass.”’ 

Professor Sinith thought it was the best plan 
to push a student, to let him take upa new 
study just assoonas he had dropped the old one. 
A child ought to learn all the arithmatic ina 
littie of the time now required in going through 
the grammer schools. He was opposed to writ- 
ten exaininations, claiming that they were a 
temptation to cheating and dishonesty. 

PROFESSOR MITCHELL. 

“At first,’’ said Professor Mitchell, principal 
of Ivy sireet school, ‘‘I thought from six to 
eighteen years a long time to be devoted to 
learn arithmetic and geography. But I have 
discovered that there is a great deal taught in 
the public schools not taught in colleges. Boys 
in our grammar schools are equipped with an 
excellent English education, y on’t think all 
children should be kept in school twelve years, 
for the majority this time is required.’’ 

Out of Professor Mitchell’s class of forty 
pupils, the average number of years of atten- 
dance in the grammar schools was four years. 
He thought a boy who wants to be a mechanic, 
could get a good Englisheducation in the 
grammar schools. 

He said the school age could be raised to 
eight years with advantage. and that his ob- 
servation was that between the years of six 
and eight a child did not make much advancei 
ment. 

PROFESSOR WILSON 
was the last speaker. He has been at the 
head of the Marietta street school only a short 
time, and was not posted on the public school 
affairs as fully as he desired to be. 

In his judgment eight years was as early as 
any child should be put in school, though he 
said the different circumstances which sur- 
rounded a child in the city might make a 
difference. As faras his mental possibilities 
were concerned, Professor Wilson said he 
would rather take a pupil after he had reached 
eight years than before that time. 

The joint committee will meet for further 
discussion some time next week, on the call of 
Chairman Hemphill.

THE “NUN OF KENMARE” 


4 CELEBRATED LADY WHO 18 IN 


ATLANTA. 


She Tells ef Her Life’s Work and the 
Changes She Made in Her Church—Who 
and What She is. | 


Miss Frances Clare Cusack, who has a 
world wide reputation as the ‘‘Nun of Ken- 
mare,’’ is now in Atlanta staying at the Tal- 
madge house. 

No one of her times has trod more diverse 
paths in life and achieved celebrity in all of 
them than the late Mother Generali of the 
Sisters of Peace. ’ 

. When she began life asa young lady in the 
highest circles of English society, her quick 


wit and cleverness made her conspicuous.. 


Later when she joined the Roman Catholic 
church, her ability as a writer and her strength 
of purpose in achieving the one great object of 
her life, again’ procured for her marked de- 
stinction. And during the past three years 
since she has left the church she adopted in 
her youth, her lectures and writings made for 
her another reprtation. 

The Nun of Kenmare is a remarkable look- 
inn person, and her face tells the story of a 
great intellect,as well asdf a life which has been 
full of trials and hard work. No longer young, 
her face still retains much of what must have 
made her beautiful in her youth. Her eyes 
are as bright as ever they were, and though 
the hair which curls above her broad forehead 
is quite white, it curls beautifully and is cov- 
eréd by an English cap, which, lends a softness 
to every feature. 

“The purpose of my life,’’ she said last 
night, “has been to train and educate young 
girls to fit them to earn their own living by 
performing household duties. To that one 
purpose I have devoted my life for that ob- 
ject. I entered the Catholic church, and it 
was partially because I did not find the assist- 
ance I expected that I severed my connection 
with it.”’ 

“Tam an English woman,’ she continued, 
‘‘and my family was an excellent one. Indeed, 
I am closely connected with some of the best 
people in America. Bishop Garrett, of Texas, 
is my first cousin, and so are the Stoneys, of 
Charleston. Attheage of twenty-three I came 
under the influence of Cardinals Manning and 
Newman, and followed them into the Roman 
church. I took a considerable private fortune 
with me and with the money I made by my 
writing while I was in a convent, I gave the 
church altogether more than $100,000. Of 
cougse, all this I left behind. me, and now I 
lecture and write for my living.”’ 

‘Where did you carry on your work ?”’ 

“‘My great desire was to help the poor and 
educate their children to be self-supporting, 
industrious people. To promote this end, I 
went to Ireland and remained there many 
years. I had also a special plan of my own, 
and to carry it into effect I went to Rome and 
was accorded an interview by the pope. He 
is an excelleht man, and he hentd me patient- 
ly.

THE NEW PATROLMEN, 


The Appointment Made and the First of 
Them ; Duty. 

Yesterday morning the new patrolmen and 
supernumeraries elected Monday night were 
sworn in by Captain English, chairman of the 
board of police commissioners, and got ready 
for duty. 

Chief Connolly apportioned the men to the 
various watches, and the first of the men went 
on duty at 8 o’clock yesterday evening.

The two call men serve twelve hours each, 
and these complete the link of one hundred 
men, exclusive of the nine  ofticers, 
two stationhouse keepers and _ four 
detailed men, which makes a grand total of 
one hundred and sixteen men, rank and file, 
with the chief of police included. 

There are now thirty supernumeraries, liable 
for duty when a vacancy occurs in the regular 
force of any watch. 

The only men who work twelve hours are 
the station house keepers and call men. The 
others work only eight hours aday. The 
labors of the station house keepers have in- 
creased a great deal with the extension of the 
city limits and the increase of business.

THE CONDUCTORS STRIKE ON THE 
QUEEN AND CRESCENT. 


A Georgia Pacific Appointment—No Confirm- 
ation to the Rumor of a Change on the 
Air-Line. 


The question in railroad circles just now is 
concerning the resignation of Mr. Peyton Ran- 
dolph and appointment of Mr. Sol Haas as 
general manager of the Richmond and Dan- 
ville. 

The rumor, just a rumor, asit was given in 
THE CONSTITUTION two or three days ago, is 
about all that is known of the matter here. 

It wasimpossible yesterday toobtain any 
reliable confirmation to the rumor. 

“T had some hint,’”’ said a prominent Rich- 
mond and Danville man here yesterday, “that 
the change was talked of. The talk was not 
at all official. I don’t know what percentage 
of truth there is in it.’’ 

‘Has Mr. Randolph resigned ?”’ 

“Not that anybody here knows of.’’ 

And that’s all that could be learned of the 
matter here yesterday. 

A Georgia Pacific Appointment. 

The following official order explains itself: 

“BIRMINGHAM, Ala., February 1, 1800.— 
Mr. W. H. Tayloe_ is appointed traveling 
passenger agent of the Georgia Pacific railway, 
with headquarters at Birmingham, Alabama.’’ 

Mr. Tayloe has been for some time past 
assistant to Gederal Passenger Agent Hard- 
wick, at Birmingham. He is a young man 
very~popular in railroad circles, and his pro- 
motion is a deserved one, 

Georgia Southern and Florida. 

The St. Augustine and North Beach road is 
in actual operation. 

The read, which is only five miles long, is 
the costliest piece of road in Florida, being 
nearly all upon creosoted ties, ostensibly to a 
summer resort, but reallya terminal of the 
Georgia Southern and Florida read... All but 
one of the stsckholders are Macon parties. 
The company is sounding piers of the North 
river at twenty-five feetof water. It hasgnade 
arrangeinents with M. M. Flagler for transpor- 
tation facilities over the road to Palatka, and 
expects, with the improvement of the bay at 
St. Augustine, to make ita part of the entry 
for the south and west. The Georgia and 
Florida company has seeured a mile and a 
half of water front on the river and ocean, 
and will inake an effort to ship phosphate from 
this point. 

Chattanooga, Gadsden and Birmingham. 

From the indications, itis safe to say that 
work will commence within sixty days on the 
Chattanooga, Gadsden and Birmingham air 
line railroad. A proposition has been made to 
the directors that a construction company in 
New York would build the road if Gadsden 
would guarantee $25,000, after the first ten 
miles was built. Itis very probable that the 
directors will accept the proposition, as they 
have gone to work to raise the required 
amount, and are meeting with phenomenal 
success, the citizens subscribing liberally. 
This road will run from Chattanooga to Lir- 
mingham via Gadsden and Leeds, and open 
up somne of the richest ore and coal fields and 
agricultural lands in Alabama. 

The Oucen and Crescent Trouble. 

It seems that the trouble between the 
Queen and Crescent road and the conductors 
is about to be satisfactorily adjusted. Grand 
Chief Arthur, of the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Engineers; Grand Chief Sargeant, of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen: Grand 
Chief Wilkinson, of the Brotherhood of Train- 
men: and Grand.Chief Howard, of the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Conductors, have 
been in conference with President Schiff, 
General Superintendant Carroll, and other 
officials of the road in Cincinnati. 

The details of agreement—if, indeed, a defi- 
nite agreement has been reached—have not 
been made public. It is generally under- 
stood, however, thatan agreement isin sight 
and that the threatened lock-up is averted.

The Georgia Pacific has made one fare 
rates to and from New Orleans, and 
expect to carry a good many people from At- 
lantato the mardi gras. Two sleepers have 
already been engaged for an Atlanta party. 

He was very pop- 
wiar in railroad circles here, and will be sadly 
missed about the Queen and Crescent oftice, 
on Wall street. He was promoted, the order 
taking effect February Ist, to the position of 
soliciting agent for the Queen and Crescent at 
Pittsburg. 

The Railway Age states that the Louisville 
and Nashville has bought the Rome and 
Decatur.

| THEIR PENSIONS PAID. 
The Veterans of the War Receive the Reward 
Accredited by the State for Their Bravery. 


A procession of strange-looking men flowed 
continuously toward the capitol yesterday. 
There were men on crutches and men with 
empty sleeves, some were blind and still oth- 
ers, though they had ail their members, walked 
as though they were in pain. In spite of their 
infirmities all these decrepid citizens looked 
happy and joked and laughed together as they 
met on the street and formed themselves into 
little companies of three and four, all tending 
in the same direction. : 

The procession of blind, infirm and maimed 
was composed of those men who had been 
grievously wounded fighting for the confed- 
eracy, and they were happy because yesterday 
was the day on which the state issued war- 
rants for the payment of their pensions. ; 

All the state departments were closed yes- 
terday in respect for Colonel Barnett’s mem- 
ory. Captain Tip Harrison, however, kept 
his oflice open, because he knew that the yet- 
erans would apply for their warrants; and he 
also knew that many of them came from a 
long distance, and would be disappointed and 
put to inconvenience if they found the doors 
of the executive department closed to them. 

From early morning until dark the old 
soldiers kept coming, and as fast as their cre- 
dentials were examined, Captain Harrison 
handed eut the warrants. When they received 
them, each old soldier hurried across the hall 
to the treasurer’s oftice, and there a great dis- 
appointinent met them, because they found 
the treasury closed and were told that they 
must wait for their money until today. 

During the day over seventy warrants were 
issued, the money being due for the pension 
year expiring October 6, 1890. On an average, 
each veteran got $00.

HENDERSON ON GEORGIA. 


FUE AGRICULTURAL COMMISSIONER 
TALKS OF THE STATE. 


A Man Thoroughly Posted on the State's 
Resources Gives an Idea of Them—Phe- 
nomenal Productiveness, 


Hon. John T. Henderson, the Georgia com- 
missioner of agriculture, has held that office 
for many years, and under his direction the 
department has grown to great proportions 
and usefulness. 

Under his supervision the Hand Book of 
Georgia was prepared afew years ago, and in 
the vathering of the information fherein con- 
taincd he became thoroughly posted on the 
climate and resourees of the state. He says: 

Evirors Constitution: The fact that 
your gseat paper has large circulation in almost 
every section of the union, leads me to think 
that a plain, truthful statement of some of the 
resources of our state, might resultin benefit 
to us and those from other states who contem- 
plate a change of home. Inmyhumble judg- 
mont, the state of Georgia offers more induce- 
ments tothe capitalist, the farmer, the laborer, 
of whatever kind, than any section of our 
grand conntry. To the stranger, the first 
consideration is the climate—for it embraces in 
its scope health and comfort, brain force, mus- 
cular force, aed vigor. A general review of 
the climate of Georgia, yields’ a favorable 
result, in its relation te health, comfort and 
production. Theaverage temperature in win- 
ter is fifty degrees, in summer seventy-nine 
degrees, and for the year sixty-five degrees. 

Our state is naturally divided into three 
sections, upper, middle and lower. The soil 
in the upper partofthe state bears strong re- 
semblance to the lands in Kentacky, Ohio, 
middle Tennessee and the valley of Virginia, 
and produce in great excellence all the crops 
common to those sections, and cotton and 
sugarcane besides. The boundless mineral 
resources of that section is attracting much 
attention. Iron furnaces, marble works, slate 
quarries, and the mines from which these are 
taken are being profitably worked. Capital 
is needed in that section to developits min- 
eral interests. Being peculiarly adapted to 
grass culture, stock and cattle raising, it is a 
most inviting field for those who may desire 
to engage in this delightful and profitable 
eccupation, 

It is true, while not generally known, that 
this section supplies, in a large degree, the 
iron furnaces in Alabama and Tennessee. The 
ore being high in metalic, while it contains 
the minimum of phosphorous. To be exact, 


they contain from fifty-four to seventy-four_ 


per cent of iron, with less than one-fifth of 
one per cent of phosphorous. The section 
abounds in limestone, running from seventy- 
five to ninety-seven per cent of pure carbonate 
of lime, magnesia composing the greater por- 
tion of the remainder. With coal in close 
proximity, itis not to be wondered at, that 
iron industries are springing up all over the 
section. The wonder is that the materials, 
iron ore and limestone, are being shipped to 
be manufactured in other states, when, by the 
establishment of more furnaces and more 
foundries, these valuable products could, with 
s0 little cost, be made to build up the 
section in which they are found. As well ship 
seed cotton to Chattanooga to be ginned, as 
iron ore to be manufactured into pig iron. 
Middle Georgia is noted for its splendid pro- 
ductive lands, progressive farmers, its splendid 
water powers, its healthfulness, and its adap- 
tation to a variety of crops—cotton, corn, 
wheat, oats, rye, sugar-cane, and even rice, 
grow to great perfection. Lower Georgia with 
its fruits, fish, pine ferests, and superb hospi- 
tality,is notexcelled by any section on the 
globe. 

The past decade has been one of unprece- 
dented prosperity... The inerease of population 
has been vastly greater than for any similar 
period in our history. Many counties, towns, 
and cities have more than doubled their popu- 
lation. The value of railroads has- been in- 
creased 125 per cent in the past eight years. 
W hile almost the entire iron and mining inter- 
ests, employing millions of money have been 
begun in the past ten years. In manufactures 
there is observed the same gratifying increase. 

One industry, now assuming gigantic pro- 
portions, was afew years ago, in its infancy 
-—cotton seed oi! mills. 

hese have sprung up here and there, giving 
amployment to hundreds of hands, in- 
creasing the value of this farm pro- 
duct, multipiying its uses, Extracting 
from them the oil without detracting 
from their value asa fertilizer. Utilizing the 
least particle of fiber, and making it an im- 
portant factorin building up the south. Ev- 
ery industry in the state has hatl,in the past 
few years. such increase in interest and mag- 
nitude as to astonish those who have watched 
and rejoiced at it. In 1580, the value of rail- 
road property in Georgia was $12,490,525. In 
1888 their value had increased to $29, 304,127.08. 
The capital invested in mining in 1887 was 
$103,200, which increased in 1888 to $197,649. 
Other industries have, inthe same time, in- 
creased in a like proportion. These are facts, 
and are matters of record in the various de- 
partments of the state. 

As an instance of the wonderful development 
of our agricultural industry, we may be per- 
mitted to compare the years 1887 and 1883. 
On the Ist of April, 1887, there was in the 
hands of farmers, crop products to the value of 
$361,480. On the same date in 1888, those far- 
mers had of these products $699,137. Nearly 
double in one year. The fact that the far- 
mers, in one year, were able to own so large 
an excess over a similar period of the year 
before, is proof, unmistakable, of 
their improved condition. Tho 
exact figures showing the condition of 
farmers at this time, cannot yet be obtained 
with perfect accuracy. Enough is known, how- 
ever,to warrant the statement that never before 
have the fariners been in such splendid condi- 
tion as now. Itis not generally known that 
the largest yield of corn ever known in this 
government, was grown in the south. It may 
be of interest to give-a few instances of what 
Georgia soil will yield, intelligently cultivated: 
The Hon. W. L. Peek, the present president 
of the State Alliance exchange, made the past 
season, 125 bushels of corn on an acre of land. 
Mr. R. H. Hardaway, of Thomas ceunty, pro- 


duced 119 bushels of corn per acre. 


Mr. E. T. Davis, of the sanie county, pro- 
duced 96} bushels of Cats per acre, and, ‘after 
harvesting the oats, planted the same land in 
cotton, and gathered 800 peunds seed cotton 
per acre. Mr. John J. Parker, of the same 
cownty, produced 6944 gallons of cane syrup on 
one acre. Mr. Wiley W. Groover, of Brooks 
county, with a two-horse farm, without the aid 
of commercial fertilizers, reaped a net profit of 
$2,213.25. — 

In a recent competitive contest, séventy-five 
Georgia farmers made the following recerd: 
Lhe general average was 7#4pounds lint cotton 
per acre and $1 bushels of corn per acre. 
The highest yield of cotton per acre 
was 1,545 pounds of lint. While the 
highest yield of corn was 1164 bushels per acre. 
As before stated, Colonel W. L. Peek’s yield 
leads that corn record nearly twelve busheis 
per acre. 

We repeat, in aj] the elements which consti- 
tute and promote the health, wealth and hap- 
piness ofa people, Georgia is possessed, ‘in 
greater profusion than any other section known 


A Strong Plea For the Shade Trees. 
ATLANTA, Ga., February 3, 1890.—Editors Con- 
stitution: The vandalism now being committed 
in this city under the authority of the city council 
in the interest of a corporation having a contract 
to light the city with electric lights, is almost 
peered endyrance. 

e beautiful water oaks and elms that have 
been planted with great care by property owners 
along the sidewalks of their city lots and pro- 
tected fro the ravages of beasts until they gave 
refreshing shade in summer’s heat to all passers 
by, were the delight and prideof the city, and had 
won the juerited praise of people from all sections 
of the country. But now they 
meeting a worse enemy than the 
against whom they were 
successfully in their early and tender growth. 
The work of destruction is being carried on with 
wanton recklessness. If this gang is permitted 
much longer to run at large with ax and ladder to 
disfigure and destroy, Atlanta’s bcautiful shade 
trees will soon be a thing of the past. And wh 
all this destruction? Simply to save the electric 
light age the expense of yore 2 their 
wires where they pass among the limbs of shade 
trees along their line. Early last fall they began 
by cutting off the limbs that extended gracefully 
over the streets, hacking in a rough way and 
without regard to symmetry, leaving jagged ends 
of limbs so rough and unsightly that property 
owners, in many instances, went alter 
them and gave the _ civilizing touch of 
smoothness, where mangled roughness had s0 
offended the eye, and also threatened the health 
of the trees. 

This first trimming, early last fall, was done 


nnder the plea that the electric lights, enfeebled_ 


in their illuminating powers by theif multiplica- 
tion beyond the supply of electric current by the 
dynamos, irreguiar and uncertain, and some- 
times refusing altogether to give lights, 
might have full and unobstructed freedom to 
shine as best they could. There was some reason 


on these grounds for moderatejand judicious trim-- 


ming, by cutting off occasionally a limb, low and 
extending far into the street, but not for the 
rude hacking that was done in the name of trim- 
ming. 

But after all, was not the chief 
difficulties in the inefficiency of the electric lights 
themselves?. While the first trimming—not the 
style of it—was not without reason, the disfigur- 
ing mutilation of water-oaks, €lms and other 
shade trees now being done by cutting off their 
tops after twenty years’ growth, and leaving their 
truncated and marred forms to mock those who 
planted and cared for them, and who were in 
common with all passers-by beholding with just 
pride their uplifting and gracefully spreading 
forms, is entirely without excuse, 

I enrer, with many others, my earnest 
protest against the devastation now being 
committed by the gangs of unthinking men, sent 
ontheir missionin theinterest of an overpaid 
and unsatisfied corporation, whose large profits 
out of the contract for lighting the city only serve 
to make them more greedy of further gains and 
more blind to the interests of others. 

Shall the labor and expense of more thana 
quarter of a century, making Atlanta one of the 
most beautifully and refreshingly shaded cities in 
the south, be sacrificed so soon by this army of 
destructionists? 

In the name and for the sake of all that is beau- 
tiful in forest growth, and forthe cooling shade 
that alleviates the summer’s heat, I beg 
of the city council to repeal at once 
the ordinance that allows such wanton and un- 
natural abuse. A wise ordinance has forbidden 
the hitching of horses to shade trees—add another 
clause and protect the trees from the greater 
mutilation of ax and saw, and stop this dreadful 
vandalisin. 

Had the city council known or supposed that 
the ordinance making such havoe possible, would 
have been so wantonly abused, I cannot believe _ it 
would have been adopted. Every day’s delay in 
repealing the ordinance means continued damage. 
Let the city council listen to the voiceless, but 
strong appeal of our once beautiful, but now muti- 
lated shace trees, and send forth promptly the 
order, ‘*‘Woodsman, spare that tree,” and her long 
suifering, loyal people will render her praise.

‘Yesterday there were three bids opened—one 
from Atlanta, one from Brunswick, and one from 
Augusta. Of these the Atlanta bid came too late 
to be considered, but there are great hopes, that 
should the same offer be made next year, the 
éncampment will be held here. There was also 
some trouble about the Angusta bid, because 
Captain Daniel, to whom it was un- 
trusted for delivery at the last meeting of the 
board, forget it entirely until he returned to Au- 
gusta. He then notified Captain Kell of the bid, 
and it was registered, though the original docu- 
ment was not produced until yesterday, when 
Captain Clark brought it with him from Augusta. 

“The choice of the location of the casap -eavsed 
considerable discussion even after Atlanta’s bid 
was rujed out. Brunswick had many friends, and 
it was not till after a heated debate that Augusta, 
which offered a bonus of over $2,000, was awarded 
the contract.” 

As a member of the advisory board, at the last 
meeting, [presented the claims of Augusta for 
the first encampment of the military of the state. 
I had our bid read by the secretary of the board, 
Captain Gilbert, of Columbus, and advocated the 
claims of Augustafor the honor of the encamp- 
ment. Our bid was the only one presented at the 
meeting, and I had assurances from the members 
of the board that they wou'd vote with me in 
favor of Augusta. This information I gave to the 
inilitary of Augusta onmyreturn. I stated to 
Captain John W. Clark on the eve of his depar- 
ture for Atlanta, that I felt he would have no 
trouble in securing the encampment for Augusta.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, February 4—A good business was 
transacted in wheat,and there was a moderate 
action to the market. The opening was weaker 
and 4@%<c lower, then eased off a trifle more, but 
later became strong and advanced ce, held steadily 
and closed about ic higher than yesterday. The 
early weakness was attributed to reported in- 
crease on ocean passage and possibly to mild 
weather here. Advices from San Francisco re- 
ported a weaker market for wheat and more fa- 
vorable weather. The result was that offerings 
were quite free, and the market ruledeasy. Later 
a steady advance of 5,a%4c followed, which was 
due to a rumor of a large line of wheat being 
taken at Baltimore for export, but possibly as 
much to some short covering. 

Corn—A fair speculative business was trans- 
acted, the market ruling quite active and weak 
early in the session, after which it became more 
quiet and firmer. Selling was quite general early, 
especially of May and July, which received the 
most attention. The general impression is that 
there will be a cutin rates from the west in the 
near future, which no doubt induced considera- 
ble short selling.
